Collins’ memoir published 


He’s not planning a book tour 


anytime soon, but retired 
' Andover High School 
teacher/coach and current 


School Committee member Dick 
Collins this week became a pub- 
lished author for the second time. 

His memoir, titled The Word 
Quit Does Not Exist, was released 
Tuesday, published by the Eagle- 
Tribune Publishing Co. 

Collins, who says he still 
thinks of himself primarily as a 
teacher of American History, 
spent 37 years at AHS, retiring as 
chair of the social studies depart- 
ment. 

But he was also a coaching leg- 
end in both football and track. 
During those 37 years, his foot- 
ball teams won 228 games, includ- 
ing an incredible stretch from 
1973-75 when the teams won three 
Super Bowls in a row. 

His, uh, track record, was even 
better in track, with 37 Merri- 
mack Valley titles and 24 ALl- 
State, Class and New England 
championships for his boys and 
girls teams. 

The book is a compilation of 
memories from all those years, 
Collins says, adding that “it’s not 
an autobiography or a history in 


any way, since there’s no way in 
the world you can mention every- 
body who played a role in your 
life. 

“But I think there is a lot of 
humor and nostalgia in it, and it 
is dedicated to everybody I didn’t 
mention.” 

At least one of those memories 
is right on the cover — a photo of 
an exuberant (and somewhat 
younger) Collins hugging football 
player John McDonald, right 
after Peter Reilly had kicked an 
extra point to win the 1974 Super 
Bowl, 21-20, in overtime, at 
Boston University. 

“That was a thrill,” he says. 

Collins says he began to write 
the book shortly after he retired 
in June 1996. “It took me about a 
year to write it, but since I’m 
totally inept on the computer, it 
took almost twice that amount of 
time to get it into any kind of 
form that would be acceptable, he 
chuckles.” 

He did get significant typing 
assistance from Kathy Daniel, 
who had previously assisted 
Town Moderator Jim Doherty in 
his memoir, Andover As I Remem- 
ber It.

New Hampshire court documents say 
Cohen committed his transgressions while rep- 
resenting a divorcing couple who wanted to file 
jointly for bankruptcy. 

New Hampshire courts say Cohen told his 
client he had filed a bankruptcy petition when 
he had not. When the woman later decided she 
did not want the petition filed, he “indicated 
that it was too late for such a request.” 

Then he went to U.S. Bankruptcy Court and 
fabricated his clients’ names, documents say. 

“The respondent obtained the correct form 
and on June 16, (Cohen) signed the names 
‘James Oriani’ and ‘Virginia Oriani’ to the 
form in a manner that tried to emulate their 
actual signatures,” court documents say. 

During disciplinary proceedings, Cohen 
also answered “No,” to a question about 
whether he had ever been sued for any reason. 
“Tn fact, the respondent had been a party to at 
least 11 other lawsuits,” say court documents. 

“I’m shocked and dismayed that a man of 
his stature and integrity would have to get 
involved. I’m very surprised by this. He was a 
good guy and a good legislator,” says Andover 
attorney Bucky Dalton. “He was a top-grade 
lawyer, I thought.”

But Town Counsel Town Urbelis says 
the suit was never filed, and no out-of- 
court settlement was every reached, 
even though lawyers from both sides 
met and exchanged documents. 

Asked if selectmen should have 
revealed such votes immediately after 
executive session, Larsen says, “I don’t 
even think we were supposed to vote 
in executive session. I constantly raise 
the issue. But I’ve been told that I’m 
wrong.” 

Robert Bender, an assistant Essex 
County district attorney, says it is 
legal for selectmen to take votes in 
executive session and to keep them 
secret until “the reason for the secrecy 
of that session has been served.” 

At the same meeting as the land- 
surveyor vote, the town also learned 
that the architect for the project had 
filed to get variances so it wouldn't 
have to comply with certain building 
codes. Minutes from the April 1997 
meeting say the state Building Code 
Board of Appeals would be hearing 
variances that the architect was 
requesting. 

The same minutes show the town’s 
special counsel advised Andover not to 
end the project after phase III, as con- 
tractor Stone-Congress was requesting 
at the time. The project had six phases. 
In an April 1997 letter prior to the exec- 
utive session, StoneCongress had 
called the architect “out of control, try- 
ing to redesign the project ‘on the fly.” 

Meeting minutes from a private 
November 1995 meeting show the town 
planned to file a cross claim against 
the architect’s insurance company. 

When asked about the cross suit 
against the architect in January 1996, 
Stapczynski said the suit was dis- 
cussed during a Jan. 8 meeting, which 
it was. 

Then he said, “It was a subject of 
executive session and I’m not going to 
violate Massachusetts General Law 
(by discussing it).”

That’s right, NESWC communities 
the 23member trash consortium that 
unfortunately includes Andover are 
penalized, rather than rewarded, if they 
cut their waste stream to the Wheelabra- 
tor incinerator in North Andover. 

There has been plenty of hand-wringing | 
out this. There have been suggestions that | 
NESWC should sue to get out of the con- 
tract. There have been plenty of sugges- 
tions that the state should bail out the 
NESWC communities, since it was the 
state that forced them into the contract. 

But now comes word that the NESWC 
legislative delegation, along with the 
Massachusetts League of Women Voters 
(led by the Andover/North Andover | 
branch), may start to employ a new strate- 
gy —a bit of political pressure, along with 
a dose of shame. | 

What a concept. What an overdue con- 
cept. | 
Yes, Wheelabrator has a legally enforce- 
able contract. Yes, it is clearly the fault of 
the state, and of the NESWC communities 
themselves, that the contract was written 
in such a way as to give every advantage 
to Wheelabrator, and none to the commu- 
nities. 

But that doesn’t mean the only options | 
are to bluster about legal action that won’t 
work anyway, or to beg for another state 
bailout that will simply reward the people 
who took us for a ride in the first place. 

A serious threat of never getting anoth- 
er contract with the state might get their 
attention. 

And on another front, it doesn’t really 
matter what businesses do, they all have 
at least one thing in common: They hate 
bad publicity. 

There are pretty good systems in place 
for making smokers, drunk drivers and 
the like, feel like pariahs. Wheelabrator 
Technologies should feel the same kind of 
heat. 

They've made enough money off this 
contract. Now it’s time to do the right 
thing. Some things are more valuable 
than money, and one of them is a good 


name.

In defense of the maligned short cut

In the interests of full disclosure, I 
have to confess that I’m a short-cut 
kind of guy. 

Not that I’m obsessive about it. 
Not that I’m obsessive about it. Not 
that ... oh, excuse me. Where was I? 
Right. Short cuts. 

Seriously, I don’t spend hours 
with a map before going anywhere, 
making sure I don’t use a teaspoon 
more of gas than is absolutely neces- 
sary. 

But when it comes to destinations 
that are a regular part of my week, I 
do tend to try different routes until I 
find the quickest one. Not necessari- 
ly the shortest one, because as we all 
know, driving three miles out of your 
way beats sitting still on a half-mile 
stretch for 10 minutes or more, devel- 
oping an ulcerous case of Road Rage. 

So yes, I’m one of those people who 
drives on secondary roads. Neighbor- 
hood roads. I obey the speed limit 
(most of the time), but if you’re look- 
ing in the mug book of people who 
take short cuts, my picture is there, 


along with a lot of others, I believe.

1 looked at my watch. It said 7:30 
a.m. I looked at the sign. I looked 
around to see if there were any offi- 
cers of the law. There weren't. I 
looked at the sign again. I thought for 
a minute about Alice’s Restaurant, 
and figured hey, if I get caught, 
maybe I can write an 18-minute and 
20-second song about it. Maybe I can 
become wealthy and world-famous 
because of a traffic violation. And 
besides that, I’m in a hurry, and this 
sign is an offense to my sense of fair- 
ness. 

And then I drove right past that 
sign, into the Goat Hill neighborhood 
of Beverly, and snuck quickly down 
to the bridge. That wasn’t the only 
time. I was a multiple scofflaw. And I 
was not alone. 

I’m confessing this now because 
I’m sure the statute of limitations is 
long past. 

I’m also confessing it as a free 
admission of my bias when it comes 
to making neighborhood streets one- 
way, not to improve traffic flow or 
anything like that, but just because 


residents don’t like “outsiders” using 
“their” streets as a short cut. 

And I’m thinking about it because 
of the recent decision to make one of 
Andover’s local roads one-way, in 
order to eliminate it as a short cut. 

Before my e-mail box gets clogged 
with threatening letters, Ill admit 
that in this case, it sounds like it is 
necessary. And the police chief has 
said he doesn’t intend for this to 
become a pattern — something I 
heartily endorse. 

I guess I don’t entirely blame the 
public officials who do it. It’s an easy 
way to corral a few more votes, to 
play to the crowd at the meeting, and 
to be able to say how sensitive you 
are to constituent concerns. 

But, in general, I still don’t think it 
contributes to the greater good, or a 
sense of community. 

These things can get pretty ridicu- 
lous. My favorite example is a side 
street in a community where I used 
to spend the bulk of my time. The 
politically active group of residents 
there declared that they were sick of 
cars using that street as a way to 
avoid a very busy square. 

So they approached their city 
councilor, who gladly filed an ordi- 
nance making it one-way. It sailed 
through the council, and for a couple 
of months, everybody at least pre- 
tended that they were happy. 

But then the residents started to 
fret again. It seems that while the

Mercury fallout a disaster 


Editor, Townsman: 

As a favorite teacher of mine says, 
“Things are linked to each other.” These 
words of wisdom are especially true in the 
realm of environmental consequences. Last 
week we learned that the fish in Kenoza 
Lake are the most contaminated with mer- 
cury of any fish in the state. 

The day after that devastating news, I 
walked the campus of Northern Essex Com- 
munity College, and caught the flash of sun 
dancing everywhere on the lake’s surface. 
How beautiful it is, I thought with a deep 
sadness. How can we have destroyed such a 
jewel in our midst? What about all the other 
bodies of water around us, and the soil, the 
very earth on which we depend for food and 
life? 

For everything that happens, there are 
root causes. Lest you have been tempted to 
blame former industries of the past hundred 
years, I assure you that our ancestors 
burned no batteries, no fluorescent lamps, 
nor any electrical devices containing mer- 
cury. 

While soot was a real problem of old fac- 
tory smokestacks, the only mercury disas- 
ter occurred in the making of felt hats. Mer- 
cury acts as a potent neuro-toxin; hence the 
“mad hatter” was truly mentally deranged. 

Our immediate area still burns 31 per- 
cent of all the trash burned in Massachu- 
setts, in addition to medical waste from all 
over New England. We know from a report 
issued by the Department of Environmental 
Protection in 1996 that our several incinera- 
tor stacks have been releasing nearly two 
tons of mercury per year into the air. (it 
only takes one-half teaspoon of mercury to 
contaminate a whole lake.) The North 
Andover incinerator alone has been emit- 
ting 2,200 pounds of mercury per year on 
average. In fact, our three trash burners 
have accounted for 62 percent of all the mer- 
cury released from all eight incinerators in 
Massachusetts in recent years. (DEP: Mer- 
cury in Mass.). 


What goes up does come down. The area 
of most intense fallout is near the sources of 
pollution, but our prevailing winds are also 
carrying these and other toxins into all of 
northern New England, contaminating 
lakes and forests in the most remote regions 
of Maine. Fish, eagles, and other wildlife are 
showing serious neurological and develop- 


mental effects caused by these toxins. 


Mercury, dioxins, lead, and other poisons 
do not biodegrade, but accumulate to higher 
and higher levels in the environment and in 


animals, including humans. 


Proposed retrofitting of incinerators with 
new equipment will not stop the flow of tox- 
ins into our air, land and water. While 
releases of some poisons will be consider- 
ably lessened, the materials captured will 
end up in the ash, creating a much more 
toxic ash than previously resulted. Where 
will we put the highly toxic ash? Who will 
be liable for the ash and its consequences? 

It’s time for each one of us to take a stand. 
So-called “trash” does not have to be wasted. 
There are treasures in the trash that we 
have been too busy or too lazy to salvage. 
More than 40 percent of trash is paper, 


which can be recycled. 


Make a commitment today to reduce 
waste and increase your recycling. Boycott 
wasteful packaging and toxic products. 
Begin a simple backyard compost pile for 
yard waste and food scraps (not meat or fat). 
Recycle all tin and aluminum cans, bottles, 
and plastics allowed by your recycling pro- 
gram, as well as newspaper, junk mail, card- 


board, cereal and other food boxes.

one-way designation blocked drivers from using the 
street in one direction, it still allowed them to use it 
as a short-cut in the other. 

Not good. There were still a bunch of outsiders 
using their street. 

So they returned to their councilor with another 
demand: Since there was yet another side street that 
provided access to theirs, they wanted “Do Not 
Enter” signs posted at both ends of the street. 

Sure enough, a few weeks later, they had what 
amounted to a “No Way” street. 

Good for them? Well, perhaps good for them. But 
not good for traffic flow. Not good for the square. 
Not good for the community at large. And I found 
myself wishing that part of the deal would be to ban 
those residents from using any other side streets in 
the city. That way, they could experience the frus- 
tration they were causing everybody else. 

In the months after that change, frustrated dri- 
vers found other, more labyrinthian ways of avoid- 
ing the square. There were cries for more one-way, 
or no-way streets. 

A couple of them passed. But the council finally 
woke up to the reality that, as has been said many 
times before, trying to eliminate short cuts is a bit 
like stepping on a balloon. Squeeze traffic out of one 
place, and it will simply bulge out in another. 

Of course it makes a road safer, if you essentially

block everybody from using it except those who live 
there. But by making one road safer, the chances 
are pretty good that some other road nearby will 
become a little less safe. 

I suppose neighborhoods could work out a deal: 
you don’t drive on our streets and we won't drive on 
yours. Maybe we should extend that to entire com- 
munities. Nobody from North Andover can drive on 
secondary roads in Andover, and vice versa. 

But that wouldn’t work too well, of course. And 
there’s this other little problem with that way of 
thinking. These are public streets. Everybody con- 
tributes to their construction, maintenance and 
clearing. So why should only those who live there 
get to drive on them? 

There is an implicit understanding that Andover 
will keep its roads cleared and maintained so people 
from Methuen, Dracut, North Andover, Lawrence 
or anywhere else can use them. And they will keep 
their roads cleared so we can drive on theirs. 

Yes, traffic is a serious health and safety problem 
in every community, not just Andover. But I haven't 
noticed many people volunteering to leave their 
cars in the garage, or to sell them and rely on their 
feet or public transportation to get around. 

I haven’t noticed people volunteering to quit 
their job, so they won’t contribute to rush-hour 
jams. 

Until then, eliminating short cuts isn’t going to 
solve problems. It’s just going to move them around.

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Seniors want Will Hall for center 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

In a show of hands, all but two of the 150 residents at a hearing on 
the location of a proposed new senior center supported leasing 
Williams Hall at Phillips Academy. 

The Council on Aging held the public hearing Tuesday at Doherty 
Middle School auditorium. 

Members of the Senior Center Building Committee told Council 
on Aging members their recommendation to lease Williams Hall was 
based on factors including the central location convenient to Town 
Offices, downtown shopping and pharmacies and access to public 
transportation. 

“You wouldn’t think of putting the town library or police head- 
quarters anywhere but downtown,” said Senior Center Director 
Jeanne Madden who also supports the plan. 

While the prospect of renovating and leasing Williams Hall, a for- 
mer dormitory at PA, appeals to Andover seniors, some selectmen 
say they won’t support leasing. 

After the hearing, Selectmen Chairman Bill Downs said he did not 
support leasing in any form. “I don’t think it’s cost effective to lease. 
After 30 years, the town owns nothing,” he said. 

Philips Academy has offered the town a $1 per year lease for 30 
years with an optional 10-year extension. At the end of the lease, 
Phillips would have the option to take back the building. 

While PA facilities director Michael Williams says the Phillips 
Academy campus is becoming smaller, he would not predict what 
school officials would want to do in 30 years. 

Council on Aging Chairwoman Dorothy Bresnahan says she feels 
the council members will take seniors’ wishes to heart when they 
vote on a site at their meeting scheduled for Friday at 8 a.m. in the 
Senior Center.

Most students in fourth, eighth and tenth 
grades who were tested in MCAS for the first 
time last year, scored in the proficient or 
needs-improvement categories. Compared 
with state averages, local students had rela- 
tively low failure rates. 

Bach says results are consistent with or 
above what the district was expecting, but 
that doesn’t mean there isn’t plenty of work 
to do, she says. 

Assistant Superintendent Marinel 
McGrath says further analysis of the results 
will have implications for curriculum 
adjustments already taking place, and future 
staff development programs. 

The state Department of Education 
released results specific to subjects and | 
school districts to the public yesterday | 
morning, Wednesday, as they mailed out| 
individual student and school results to par- 
ents of students who were tested. 

Parents of children who were tested last| 
year (now in fifth, ninth and eleventh 
grades) will receive packages including their 
child’s results and information from the 
state as to how to interpret results. 

“This is only one way we evaluate kids,” 
Bach says, adding that the local department 
will make efforts to support failing students| 
both emotionally and academically. 

Principals were expected to hold staff 
meetings Wednesday afternoon, to review 
results with faculty. They planned to meet 
later this week with students who were test- 
ed, to review individual results in small and 
large groups, McGrath says. 

Parents will also be notified of who to con- 
tact at their child’s school if they have ques- 
tions about the results. 

McGrath says the school department’s 
three-phased plan for analyzing and making 
use of the results should be complete by Feb- 
ruary vacation. 

Phase one is an analysis of scores at each 
Andover school. Phase two is analysis of the 
scores townwide, and the final phase 
includes adjusting district curriculum and 
staff development, McGrath says. 

The largest percentages of students scor- 
ing in the “advanced” category were in 
math. Thirty percent of students tested in 
math at Doherty Middle and Bancroft 
schools scored at that level. 

Bach says she hopes to focus on programs 
that scored particularly well, and consider 
offering them to other schools as a district 
model.

Former students remem- 
ber her as a teacher who 
made them feel good and 
spread her energy around 
the classroom. They also 
remember her as_ the 
teacher who isn’t _ that 
much bigger than they are.

But Martha (Allen)

Former fourth-grade stu- 
dent Steve Gesing confess- 
es that Walsh was the sub- 
ject of his first crush on a 
teacher. 

“She was so bubbly and 
effervescent. She had more 
energy than we did, and we 
were a pretty high-powered 
group,’ Gesing says. 

He adds that the class 
was more than just fun. 

“I do remember learning 
in her class,” he says, 
specifically recalling a 
focus on vocabulary. 

Gesing, who now works 
with an investment firm, 
says the atmosphere at the 
newly built South School 
was friendly and energetic, 
as students came together 
from different parts of 
town and made new 
friends. Walsh’s energy in 
the classroom was a big 


part of that, he says. 

“She encouraged us 
to expand our hori- 
zons, and not just fall 
victim to the old hoo- 
haa of elementary 
school,” Gesing says. 

The still-petite, 
still-spunky —_ teacher 
has no specific plans 
on how to spend 
retirement, although 
he husband may be & 
able to give her some 
advice.

The largest percentage of students scoring 
at proficiency were 72 percent of eighth- 
graders at West Middle tested in English lan- 
guage arts (in that category, 4 percent failed, 
20 percent needed improvement and 5 percent 
scored at the advanced level). 

The largest percentage of Andover students 
scoring in the needs-improvement category 
were 68 percent of fourth-graders in English 
language arts at West Elementary. 

The largest percentage of failing students 
were 22 percent of eighth-grade students in 
the science and technology category at West 
Middle School. 

Percentages of students per school in the 
failing category ranged in elementary schools 
from 0 to 8 percent; in middle schools from 2 
to 22 percent and at the High School from 10 to 
20 percent. 

The highest percentage of failing students 
state wide were 52 percent of students tested 
in grade 10 math. Andover showed 20 percent 
of Andover High School Students failed that 
test (28 percent needed improvement, 35 per- 
cent were proficient and 17 percent were 
advanced). 

Sanborn School boasts the lowest category 
of failing students, since none of the fourth 
graders tested in science and technology 
failed last year’s test. 

McGrath notes that the “technology” com- 
ponent of that test is not computer proficien- 
cy, but application of science lessons in prob- 
lem solving. A new science and technology 
program was put into place for elementary 
students four years ago, giving fourth graders 
who were tested in that subject an advantage, 
McGrath says.

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Home ownership: Fading dream for middle class?

Buying a home in Andover has 
been a dream for generations of 
ambitious young people, but that 
dream is becoming increasingly out 
of reach, because of a decline in 
affordable housing. 

Part of that is certainly due to 
what some local officials have called 
the “mansionization” of the town. A 
roaring economy has_ prompted 
developers to build homes that start 
at $350,000 and go up from there. 

But it may also be partially due to 
the decline of state and federal sub- 
sides, which were available in the 
1980s to encourage developers to 
build affordable housing units, but 
dried up by the early 1990s. 

Neither of those conditions are 
expected to change immediately, but 
a local group is working to help 
make the dream of living in Andover 
a reality for middle and _ lower- 
income families. The group also 
hopes that will help keep Andover’s 
population economically diverse. 

Members of the Andover Community 
Trust (ACT) are hoping to jump start an 
affordable housing program with a project 
on the former Champy property. 

Such efforts have been relatively dor- 
mant for the last 15 years, but ACT is hop- 
ing to get the ball rolling next year. 

With the help of the Greater Lawrence 
Technical School, ACT members plan to 
build a home on a donated lot on Haverhill 
Street, and sell it to a family that falls with- 
in income guidelines established by the 
state and adopted by ACT. 

Affordable housing activists cite the 
lack of appropriate land and large govern- 
ment subsidies as stumbling blocks to cre- 
ating affordable housing. 

“The 1992 Master Plan says affordable 
housing should be a priority, but we (the 
town) haven’t done much to make it hap- 
pen,” says ACT founding member and 
president Susan Stott. 

ACT was formed in 1992, on the philoso- 
phy that “basic shelter should be a right 
and not a privilege. Andover should do its 
fair share,” Stott says. 

That was one of the goals of the 1992 
Master Plan, which includes a detailed 
mission statement about how to encour- 
age affordable housing in Andover. It 
includes support of a community land 
trust like ACT. 

The Master Plan also encourages the 
development of town property for low-den- 
sity, long-term affordable housing, and 
promoting affordable housing through 
special tax and permitting programs. 

But since the “comprehensive-permit” 
building boom, in which developers 
received state subsidies, little has been 
done to promote affordable housing, says 
Planning Director Steve Colyer. 

Comprehensive-permit laws allowed 
developers to build with fewer restrictions 


housing stock. 


if they agreed to include a certain amount 
of affordable homes or units within the 
development, according to Colyer. 

“A good bit of the affordable housing 
we have now is a product of the ’80s. Not a 
lot of work has been done (on affordable 
housing since). It takes a lot of concentrat- 
ed effort,” he says. 

The most popular affordable housing 
project with developers was the HOP 
(Home Ownership Program) that came 
with hefty state subsidies for developers 
building affordable homes under compre- 
hensive permits. 

Unlike subsidized rental units that 
required the developer to be involved in 
operations, the HOP program allowed the 
developer to build the home and sell it. 

“Tt was so popular, it died of its own 
success,” Colyer says of the state’s deci- 
sion in the late ’80s to stop funding the pro- 
gram. 

The lax regulations of comprehensive 
permits also made it difficult for develop- 
ers and town administrators to work 
together on such projects, Colyer says. 

“It left a bad taste in communities’ 
mouths,” he says. 

Beyond money, some of the challenges 
facing ACT are the same as those facing 
other developers — a lack of buildable 
land in Andover. 

To date ACT has raised $55,000 toward 
construction of the home, and Stott says 
She doesn’t anticipate trouble raising 
more money. 

“[’m more concerned about finding the 
next buildable lot,” she says. 

Andover developer William Perkins 
arranged a donation of a portion of the 
Champy property to ACT, and despite a 
change of hands, the developers who 
bought the project from Perkins say 
they'll honor the agreement, Stott says. 

Perkins agrees that building in

Andover isn’t getting any easier, especial- 
ly since Andover adopted an unusually 
strict bylaw that requires a developable lot 
to have “100 percent (contiguous) 
uplands” or dry land at an elevation that 
isn’t subject to frequent flooding. 

Despite restrictions, Andover remains 
popular with developers. 

“It’s a very professionally run town. 
You don’t have the favoritism or back- 
room deals you have in some other towns. 
I think it shows why people like to do busi- 
ness here,” Perkins says. 

Perkins, of Hearthstone Realty Corp. 
and Dana Perkins Engineering, both of 
Tewksbury, has been an Andover resident 
for 15 years, and more recently, has 
become a member of ACT. 

The deal to donate a portion of the 
Champy property to ACT for affordable 
housing has been in the works for a few

years, he says. 

“My partners and I are all townies. 
We really love the town. It’s always 
been an upscale town, but it’s just get- 


ting ridiculous,” Perkins says of his 
motivation as a developer to create 
affordable housing. 

“When people who grew up there 
can’t afford to buy their own home, 
you're really changing the mix.” 

According to an housing analysis 
done in conjunction with the 1990 fed- 
eral census, planners determined 
that the median value of an Andover 
home was $254,800. To purchase a 
home at this price with a 20-percent 
down payment and 9 percent interest 
rate, a person would have to make 
$78,000, the report says, according to 
Planner Laura DeGroot. 

At the time of the report in 1990, 
the median income of Andover resi- 
dents was between $54,000 and 
$58,000, she says. 

There is some effort by the town to 
expand affordable housing, however, 
DeGroot says, noting that the town 
zoning bylaws required developers of 
the Marriott assisted-living facility to 
be built.on Haverhill Street to make 
15 percent of their units “affordable” 
under state standards. 

ACT is hoping for substantial sup- 
port from the town, but Perkins says 
ACT would have more use for incen- 
tives than cash from the town govern- 
ment. 

“I don’t think we need millions in 
funding from the town, but it needs to 
be a priority,” 

Lack of town support is not the 
problem, Stott says, who hears 
encouraging words about ACT efforts 
to create more affordable housing. 

“It’s good for the community, not 
just the family. We want to build sup- 
port in the community to welcome 
(the family) when they arrive,” Stott 
Says. 

Planning reports show a total of 
592 subsidized housing units in town, 
subsidized through various government 
programs including low-income and elder- 
ly-housing programs like Memorial and 
Frye circles; some affordable units built 
under comprehensive permits into 
Andover Commons, Riverview Commons, 
Brookside Estates and Abbots Pond; and 
special-needs residences sponsored by the 
state Department of Mental Retardation 
and Department of Mental Health. 

Many of those are rental units, howev- 
er, and there is virtually no construction 
of homes for middle-income buyers, other 
than that in the works by ACT. 

While comprehensive permits are still 
available, the restrictions are tighter, and 
the subsidies aren’t available like they 
were in the ’80s, Colyer says, changing the 
nature of the permits and the popularity of 
affordable housing development in recent 


years.

citing a system of universal humanistic values 
that operate independently of religion.

“T want the non-Jewish partner to feel com- 
fortable and respected, and not pressured to 
convert to Judaism. But I’m an advocate for 
Jewish life as a rabbi and a teacher. There is a 
tension between those two roles,” he says. 

What he hopes, for families facing such ten- 
sion, is that they will come to understandings 
and decisions based in clarity, he says. 

To reach that, Goldstein says communica- 
tion is the primary tool, necessary in any good 
marriage, but especially when dealing with 
conflicts of faith. 

‘It’s important to tell your spouse how you 
feel about different things,” he says. 

One Andover couple says much of their con- 
flict today is wrought from lack of communica- 
tion earlier in the relationship. 

The Townsman interviewed two Andover 
interfaith couples involved in the group, but 
independently of the Temple. Both would

speak only on the condition of 
anonymity, and their names have 
been changed for this article. 

“Sara,” who is Jewish and 
“Steven,” who is Catholic, have 
been married 18 years and have 
three children. 

Sara says her family celebrates 
Christian and Jewish holidays, 
but it hasn’t been easy. 

“If one person is not as into 
their faith as another, but when 
you have two people who really 
care, it gets sticky. It works for us, 
but it’s also a problem,” she says. 

They celebrate the eight days of 
Hanukkah (which begins Sunday), 
latkes and all. When the holiday is 
over the family will put up a 
Christmas tree, and Steven’s rela- 
tives arrive for Christmas Day cel- 
ebrations. But drawing the line 
between holidays hasn’t been as 
simple as it sounds, Sara says. 

“T didn’t really know what I was 
getting into. We should have 
talked about it. We thought every 
thing would be fine, but things just 
don’t happen that way,” she says. 

Sara recently began participat- 
ing in religious activities and 
exposing their children to them as 
well. 

“T have joined the temple, just 
because I need that. I’ve been 
doing what I can with the kids on 
a very small level. Christianity is 
all around them. If you don’t teach 
them the Jewish religion, they 


won't learn it. They have to be 
taught and that’s why its impor- 
tant to me,” she says. 

Goldstein says there is an 
understanding at the temple that 
students in Hebrew school there 
are not in Sunday school some- 
where else. 

“Unlike secular education, reli- 
gious education advocates a way 
of life. We don’t say it’s the best 
and only way, but we do advocate 
it,’ Goldstein says. 

Sara’s husband Steven says the 
children are “as neutral as they 
can really be,” and that their ini- 
tial decision to do nothing about 
religious education was an effort 
to keep the children “from being 
predisposed to any one religion,” 
he says. 

“But it evolved into a bit more 
than nothing,” he says. While they 
do celebrate in some ways, Steven 
says the compromises have been 
difficult. 

“There are a lot of customs we 
grew up with that we aren’t able to 


do to the fullest,” he says. 
Another Andover couple, 
“David,” who is Jewish and 


“Danielle,” who is Catholic, have 
been married 16 years and have 
four children. 

Like Sara and Steven, David 
and Danielle say they are glad now 
their children have been exposed 
to both Christianity and Judaism,

The board of selectmen 
next year could have a French 
connection.

“A total stranger can get into America 
Online an look at the profiles,” says Pattullo. 
“A pedophile can go through and say I don’t 
want to talk to this guy, and go to the next 
one. When you read the profile, you can tell 
it’s a young girl.” 

Then, a person can punch in a code name 
and see if the person is available to talk. 

However, Pattullo says that when Dewire 
allegedly did this back in April, Spring hap- 
pened to be at the girl’s house working on the 
computer with the girl’s parents. He asked 
the parents if they had ever seen that contact 
before and they said, “No.” 

Pattullo says Spring has told him that the 
person trying to contact the girl asked how 
old she was early in the conversation. 

“Right then, the coach said, ‘Something’s 
wrong here. That’s a question that shouldn’t 
be asked,” says Pattullo. “The coach played 
along with the guy and the conversation 
turned a little strange, I guess you could say, 
and the guy asked if the girl — or actually, 
the coach — would like to meet him.” 

Spring set up a meeting at Friendly’s on 
North Main Street, next to the Andover 
police station, and then called Andover 
police. Because there was no law covering 
this alleged incident on the state books, Pat- 
tullo called in the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. 

Federal law prohibits, “the use of a means 
of interstate commerce to persuade a minor 
to engage in a sexual act,” says Pattullo. 
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Pattullo and a federal agent determined 
Dewire’s identity and saw him enter Friend- 
ly’s during the time of the proposed ice- 
cream meeting that never happened. 

Dewire was indicted last week. Lang 
would not comment on the reason for the 
delay between the Friendly’s April date and 
the indictment. 

Although he would not talk specifically 
about the Dewire case, Lang says his office 
does have the power to subpoena records 
from Internet service providers such as 
America Online. It can also get a search war- 
rant to do a sophisticated computer search to 
see what types of files have been downloaded 
off the Internet. 

Police say they did have a search warrant 
for Dewire’s home. 

Dewire has never been charged with a 
crime before, say police, and Lang says no 
one has come forward with similar charges 
against Dewire since the Andover story 
broke. 

“He’s never been arrested for anything 
that we know of,” says Pattullo. “If he walked 
down the street you’d think he was Mr. Pro- 
fessional-looking Guy.” 

Pattullo hopes the Andover case will help 
create a state law outlawing the type of 
behavior alleged in this case. 

“The state of Massachusetts for some rea- 
son doesn’t have a lot of laws protecting chil- 
dren,” says Pattullo.

At Christmas, Franciscans let there be light 


By Neil Fater 

Thousands of Christmas lights 
twinkle brightly. Children visit a 
special village and pet live animals. 
Hundreds of parents line up their cars 
nightly for a chance to see it all. 

Christmastime in Andover, right? 
Yes. Christmastime at Brickstone 
Square this year? No. 

Actually, it’s Christmas out on River 
Road anytime between World War II 
and the mid-1960s. 

Back before Andover’s Brickstone 
Square annually acquired “the nation’s 
tallest Christmas tree,” and added a 
Santa’s Village and petting zoo, the 
friars of St. Francis Seminary had a 
lights show of their own that attracted 
tens of thousands. 

“Oh yeah. This was a part of every- 
body’s Christmas,” says Fr. John 
Bavaro, the current director and 
superior at the Franciscan Center. “We 


still get calls. We stopped the lights 30 
years ago and we got a call today ask- 
ing, ‘When are the lights going on?” 

“It was slightly different every 
year,” says Andover Police Lt. Kevin 
Winters. “Cars would be parked every- 
where and hundreds and hundreds of 
people would be walking around the 
building. Then you’d go home, get hot 
chocolate and set up the tree.” 

Fr. John says the tradition of 
putting lights on the Franciscan semi- 
nary started sometime before World 
War II when the Franciscans put single 
candles in the window as a sign of 
unity. After a while he says, the tradi- 
tion “just grew and grew.” 

Soon the tradition of visiting the 
seminary’s lights every year grew, too. 

“Everyone from Lowell and 
Lawrence used to go. They came from 
all over,” says Selectmen Chairman 
Bill Downs, who still has photos of the 


display. 

The lights, a nativity with live ani- 
mals and a recreated Italian village 
inside the Franciscan’s chapel used to 
attract people from miles around, just 
as the Brickstone Tree does today. 

“It’s kind of difficult comparing a 
building to a tree, but I think the Fran- 
ciscans got just as many people, if not 
more. There were lines all down River 
Road,” says Downs. 

“I can remember going as a kid and | 
can remember after getting married 
taking our kids up there. Everybody 
went. It was the place to go,” says 
Bunny Downs, Bill’s wife. 

In fact, many of those who grew up 
in Andover and surrounding commu- 
nities remember the lights fondly. 

Fr. John has a unique memory of 
the lights because he was a student at 
the seminary #i eparing to become a

“At its height there were 250,000 to 300,000 bulbs or 
something like that. Also at its height we had 200,000 
visitors from the beginning of December to right after 
New Year’s,” he says. 

The lights show eventually stopped after many of the 
friars aged and the school was closed, he says. But for 
many years the students were involved with a chore 
many will probably never forget, as they were pressed 
into service to help set up the lights. 

“All of the bulbs from the previous Christmas had to 
be cleaned,” says Fr. John, “one... by... one.” 

Kids would dip the lights in a solvent to remove the 
previous year’s paint and grime and, later, dip them all 
again in different colored dyes. 

“It was an assembly line, but it was a fun thing,” he 
says. “Most of the kids would be involved with either 
cleaning or painting bulbs and the seniors would be out- 
side the windows hanging the bulbs.”

of things. Some of it was mobile,” says Fr. John. “There 
was a waterfall and a stream running through.

Thomas A. McLaughlin of Andover, 
senior associate in the Boston office of 
BDO Seidman, LLP, won the Terry 
McAdam Award for the best nonprofit 
book of 1998.

and that the combination does encourage toler- 
ance and acceptance of other religions. 

“They are pretty lucky that they get a taste 
of everything,” Sara says. 

“And we get lots of presents,” interjects one 
of her children during a phone interview. 

David and Danielle’s family say a grace 
every night that emphasizes morality and 
being mindful of the needs of others, David 
says. 

Their celebrations are more inclusive, and 
while some more Orthodox Jewish family 
members were less accepting at first, the family 
has done well at accepting both religions, he 
says. 

They celebrate Passover with other inter- 
faith families, and David says he enjoys the 
Christian services he attends with his family. 

“There are similar strains; charity, repen- 
tance, trust, are all central to Jewish thought,” 
he says. And the stories celebrated at Christ- 
mas are not without merit, he adds. 

“T love the tree, the presents, the whole act of 
giving, but even Jesus Christ is a tremendous 
symbol of compassion and sacrifice,” he says. 

David says he and his wife were counseled 
by a rabbi to raise their children with just one 
religion to avoid confusion, but decided not to 
follow his advice. 

“Kids are more sophisticated than you 
think. I see exposure, I see acceptance of differ- 
ent thoughts, but I don’t see confusion. I think 
you can do both,” he says. 

Goldstein cautions that while some can 
make it work, it’s a complicated issue. 

“Interfaith marriage should be taken very 
seriously,” Goldstein says. “Judaism and 
Christianity are not particularly compatible. 
They share a lot of basic, critical theology, but 
there are differences that cannot be reconciled. 
And that’s OK that they are always going to be 
different. That is the beauty of it. We wouldn’t 
want them to be the same,” he says. 

As for the initial decision to get married, 
Sara and Steven wished they had been more 
prepared, but today are glad, Steven says. The 
most challenging period is when the children 
were young. 

“AS we've grown older, we’ve grown to 
accept it, and that’s been easier,” he says. 

David says his family experienced the same 
phenomenon in that period. 

“All of a sudden, when you have kids, you 
get more religious,” he says. But for him, there 
was no question as to marry or not to marry. 

“T was so in love with my wife, everything 
else was secondary,” he says, and adding that, 
“the differences can make a couple closer in a 
certain way.” 

While Steven and Sara have both gained tol- 
erance from their experiences, they’ve gained 
wisdom as well, Steven says. 

He doesn’t regret marrying for love, he says, 
but he wouldn’t be quick to advise his children 
to marry outside faith. 

“T would tell my kids what I was told, not to 
marry out of one’s faith,” Steven says.

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Christmas, Hanukkah, Kwanzaa: Celebrating the season

Celebrating the ‘holidays’ has 
different meanings for many of us.

to build their religion and_ their 
language again after their faith had 
begun to be squelched by Hellenism. 
The Talmud, the body of Jewish oral 
law, tells how the tradition of kindling 


Hanukkah lights began. As the 
Meccabees were preparing to 
rededicate the temple, they were 


having a hard time finding enough 
undefiled oil to light the lamps. They 


finally found a small cruse of oil in one 
of the  temple’s chambers _ that 
miraculously burned for eight nights 
until new oil fit for the temple could be 
found.

This is meant as a time for 
reflection for Americans of African 
ancestry. Dr. Kareng meant for this to 
have people look back on_ their 
heritage, good fortune over the past 
year and look ahead to the coming 
year. The word Kwanzaa means ‘first 
fruits of the harvest’. The colors of 
Kwanzaa are red, green, and black. 

The holiday centers on seven 
principles of black culture and is filled 
with opportunities to create and 
maintain family traditions. One of the 
symbols that are used to celebrate is a 
Kinara. It is a candleholder that holds 
seven candles, one for each of the seven 
principles. Other symbols that are 
used to form the Kwanzaa centerpiece 
are a place mat called a Mkeka and 
Mazao_ (crops). Even households 
without children should place an ear of 
corn on the place mat to symbolize the 
African concept of social parenthood. 
Gifts are usually exchanged between 
parents and children on Jan. 1, the last 
day of Kwanzaa. 

Kwanzaa is not affiliated with any 
religion, and is meant to be an outlet 
for African Americans to base their 
lives upon the seven principles of 
Africa that helped their ancestors 
endure hardships like slavery and 
cultural oppression.

BLUEFIELD, W.Va. From talking 
dolls and singing dogs to building 
blocks and handheld computers, store 
shelves are filled with a variety of toys 
in preparation for the holiday season. 

But with such an_ assortment 
available, how can consumers sort 
through the vast array of playthings to 
find that holiday gift for a 
child? 

When shopping for toys, the most 
important thing to consider is the age, 
interests and abilities of the child who 
is going to receive the gift, said Diane 
Cardinale, assistant communications 
director for the Toy Manufacturers of 
America. 

“First of all, we encourage people to 
shop as early as they can so they can 
avoid crowds and a lot of stress,” she 
said. “It’s difficult 
you're in a crowded store.” 

Cardinale said age is a_ very 
important consideration, “especially 
for children under the age of 3.” 

Children of this age tend to “put 
everything in their mouths,” she said, 
and it is important that toys bought for 
them have no small parts and no sharp 
edges. 


If the child 


perfect 


is over the age of 3, 


Cardinale said, consumers should 
think about what the child can 
physically do. 

She gave an example of someone

Such label recommendations are for 
safety, as in the case of no small parts 
for children under 3, and for “play

value,” Cardinale said. 

“You don’t want to frustrate the 
child,” she said, noting that children 
mature at different levels and 
consumers should try not to be tempted 
to buy a toy out of the child’s age range. 

Cardinale said gift-givers also need 
to think about the age groups of other 
children in the household. For 
example, she said, a board game for an 
8 year old may have small parts that 
could be hazardous to a 3 year old in 
the home. 

She said older children need to be 
made aware of such hazards and the 


importance of keeping their toys out of 


reach of younger children. 

“Once the toy is in the home, keep it 
safe by making sure small parts are put 
away,” she said. 

Cardinale said consumers also 
should keep in mind the interests of the 
child who is going to receive the toy. 
“Do they like sports toys, do they like 
arts and crafts, do they like dolls? How 
do they play on a daily basis? If the 
child is not your own, ask the parent 
because they know best.” 

There has been a growing trend the 
past few years toward educational-type 


toys, she said, many of which are 
electronic learning aids. 

While educational toys are 
obviously beneficial, Cardinale said 


children need different types of toys. 
“They might want to play with balls 

one day or Lincoln logs the next,” she 

said. “Make sure they have a variety.

“Adults should always supervise 
children when they play.

Catalog orders may take a day or 
two to process before being shipped, 
especially during the holiday season.

Fragile items, such as glass and 
ceramics, need extra packaging. Use 
bubble wrap around these items and 
place in*a separate box inside the 
packing box.

Don’t look for Poinsettia in the 
North Pole. The Poinsettia is a tropical 
plant (a tree in fact) found in equatorial 
and _near-equatorial regions. Its 
association with the holidays is based 
on its vibrant red and green coloring 
alone.

Florists, the Poinsettia is not a 
poisonous plant, as many believe.

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Gingerbread houses renew our sense of childhood wonder

SAN ANGELO, Texas Most folks 
take up a hobby, give it up when they 
have children and then pick it up again 
once the kids leave home. 

But when it comes to making 
gingerbread houses, Sandy Whittley did 
it backward. 

“For years, back when I was a kid 
even, | wanted to make a gingerbread 
house,” said Whittley, who along with a 
group of local women has been featured 
in Southern Living magazine for her 
decorated Santa cookies. “And that was 
back when it was serious business, too. 
to make gingerbread houses. There were 
very few patterns then. You just did it.

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“But I never did. Then, after I got 
grown and had children many 
children — | still wanted to do it.” 

So when she came across a 
kit for a gingerbread house in a 
magazine, she ordered it. 

“[ Just thought, ‘Oh, this 
is really awesome. I can 
make these gingerbread 
houses,’ she recalled. 
“And it was so much fun 
for me and the kids.” 

Now, all these years later, 
Whittley is still using the same 
cottage. She uses a cardboard inner 
Structure and builds the house from 
graham crackers. And she’s graduated 
from royal icing to cement the walls and 
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roof to hot glue. . 
“It makes it easier to be a 
good construction engineer,” she 
said, laughing. “Assembling the 
house is the hardest part. If you 
use royal icing, you have to 
take every can in the house and 
prop it up to make it stick — 
or standing there (singing a 
tune) ‘til it hardens. 

“Once it doesn harden, 
it’s hard as a rock, but I hit 
ZY on the idea of using hot 

glue — if you’re not going to 

eat the house to stick these 
things on. It’s so much faster. .. And one 
time, I had a house come apart on me 
(using icing). The roof slipped when I 
propped it up with cans, and it just 
looked like it was built by an itinerant 
carpenter.” 

Using hot glue is just one of the tips 
Whittley shared recently with other 
gingerbread house hopefuls as part of 
“Gingerbread 101,” a class to offer ideas 
and encouragement. 

“The whole point . . . is to give people 
something neat and new to see and then 
to inspire kids and adults to go on to 
greater things,” Whittley said. “Once 
you learn, you can make this absolutely 
fantastic house that everybody sees and 
goes ‘Oooh,’ and ‘Aahh’ over and over 
again and then you can go on to do more 
wonderful stuff. 

“And the creativity of children will 
absolutely blow you away.” 

One child came up with the idea of 
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corn for a fan light. Another 
that by rolling out gum 


using candy 
figured out 


drops, he could make “lighted” 
windows. 
But the whole point of making 


gingerbread houses is that they bring 
out the creativity in anyone, Whittley 
said. 

“You begin to look at crackers and 
cereal and candy in an entirely different 
way,” she said. “You start to look at 
them architecturally. Licorice becomes 
all kinds of things. Gum becomes 
walkways and rocks and_ shingles. 
Candy can just be anything. Everything 
becomes architectural.” 

And wonderful. "There are few 
holiday seasons Whittley can’t recall 
sitting around the kitchen with her kids 
— and now her grandkids creating 
designs, building houses and licking 
their fingers. 


“I don’t know of anyone who isn’t 
enthralled by a gingerbread house,” she 
said, “but most people are too 
intimidated to even start because you 
have to enlarge patterns and have all 
sorts of decorating skills — supposedly. 

“I wanted something that would 
make memories and renew our sense of 
wonder. The individuals and families 
who make these houses will get a great 
deal of pleasure and happy memories 
from making them. But those of us who 
get to see them will see them with the 
eyes of a child — and doesn’t the world 
need more of that.”

Consumers rank food safety as one 
of the most important factors they 
think about when deciding which 
foods to buy and eat. It is with good 
reason that food safety is top of mind. 
Approximately one out of every five 
Americans suffers a case of food 
poisoning each year. However, 
according to the Centers for Disease 
Control, 85 percent of those cases 
could actually be avoided if people 
practiced proper food handling. 


As you enter the plethora of parties 
and potlucks this holiday season, 
rank food safety high on 
great gifts to give. Here’s how to play 
it safe: 


Giving a party? 

The harmful bacteria that causes 
food poisoning can be in food when 
you purchase it, or it may be 
transferred to foods through poor 
personal hygiene or contamination 
from other foods, such as the juices 
from raw meat dripping on vegetables 
you are slicing.

Concentrate on cleanliness

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thermometer to make sure they reach 
a safe temperature of 160-180F. 

* Use chafing dishes, crock pots 
and warming trays to hold food at 
140F while they are on the buffet line. 

* Serve foods on small platters and 
refresh their supply (in clean serving 
dishes) frequently. Keep extra hot 
food in the oven at 200F. 

Keep cold foods cold (40F or lower) 

* You can hold their temperature 
by nesting serving dishes in bowls of 
ice. 

* Keep track of how long foods have 
been sitting out. Throw away any 
food that’s sat around for more than 
two hours. 


Going to a party? 

Scope out the buffet line before you 
Start eating.

that? And who thought of it? And why? 

The evolution of gingerbread and its 
little houses has been long and tradition 
filled. 

The term “gingerbread” means 
different things to different folks. It can 
be a spiced cake or a crisp cookie. Light, 
dark, sweet, spicy. Gingerbread men, 
women, animals, stamped cookies or 
houses. 


In the 15th century, the word 
“gingerbread” (which meant 
“preserved ginger” in medieval 


England) came to mean a cake made 
with treacle and flavored with ginger. 
It’s thought that one reason ginger was 
used in cakes and cookies is because it 
has a preservative effect. 

It seems that the making of 
gingerbread began to spread through 
western Europe near the end of the 11th 
century, and it’s possible that it was 
introduced by crusaders returning from 
wars in the eastern Mediterranean. 

Known at one point at “fairings” 
because it was often a gift given at or 
brought from a fair, gingerbread was 
prepared in different shapes each 
corresponding to the particular season. 
And English villages began a tradition 
of single women eating gingerbread 
“husbands” to ensure a good chance of 
meeting a real husband. 

Eventually, gingerbread-making 
became a profession in itself. By the 
17th century, gingerbread bakers had 


houses 
the exclusive right to make it — except 
at Christmas and Easter. 

One of the longest running 
gingerbread traditions comes from 
Germany. In the 1600s, Nuremberg 


families bought Lebkuchen, which is 
flavored with ginger. The gingerbread 
wasn’t even baked in the home, but by 
the Lebkuchler, an “exclusive guild of 
master bakers. 

The city became known as_ the 
Gingerbread Capital of the World and 
many craftsmen sculptors, painters, 
woodcarvers and goldsmiths — went to 

Nuremberg, contributing to the 
beautiful gingerbread cakes. They made 
intricate wooden molds and assisted in 
frosting. 

Large pieces of Lebkuchen were used 
to build Hexenhaeusle, or witches 
houses, as in the fairy tale “Hansel and 
Gretel.” 

When the Grimm brothers were 
collecting German fairy tales, they 
found one about Hansel and Gretel, two 
kids who were abandoned in the woods 
by their poor parents and found a house 
made of bread, cake and candies. This 
tale helped romanticize gingerbread. By 
the end of the 19th century, Englebert 
Humperdink wrote an opera about the 
kids and the gingerbread house. 

Lebkuchen houses caught on much 
better in the United States than they did 
in England.

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Once you have the tree, keep it healthy

It's probably no accident that The 
Incredible Hulk was green. 

My husband will never forget the 
year we bought our biggest Christmas 
tree ever. The trunk was so big around 
it wouldn't fit in the stand. It swayed 
precariously without guy wires. It 
drank up all the water in its reservoir. 

That’s when the fun began. 

When the reservoir goes dry, the tree 
seals off its cut and the only way to get 
the tree drinking again is to make a 
fresh cut. 

You ever take a bazillion-pound fully 
decorated tree out of its stand to saw off 
the butt end in mid-December? Here’s 
how to avoid it: 

Pick a fresh tree in the first place. A 
fresh cut evergreen will have springy 
branches and needles. Run your hand 
along the branches. Make sure they’re 


strong enough to hold up your 
ornaments. 
Do a “carrot test.” Bend a needle 


between your thumb and forefinger. It 
should snap like a fresh carrot. An old 
carrot is rubbery and bends; so does an 
evergreen needle past its prime. 

Stand the tree upright. Thump it on 
the ground a couple of times. It’s OK if 
just the brown needles fall out. If green 
needles fall, pick another tree. 

Pick a healthy tree. Look at the 
undersides of the needles. See pinpoint- 
sized black spots? That’s Swiss needle 
cast. Remember this rhyme. Swiss 
needle cast dries twice as fast. 

Trim the bottom of the trunk. Thirty 
minutes after your tree was cut down at 
the tree farm, its trunk sealed off the 
cut. No water could get in or out.

First, fill a bucket with warm water. 
Lay the tree on its side and cut straight 
across the trunk, about an inch up from 
the last cut. 

You should see creamy white, moist 
wood. If not, cut off some more trunk. 
Put the tree in the bucket of water 
immediately. You don’t want it to seal 
up again while you untangle the lights. 

Use a stand big enough to hold the 
water your tree needs. A six- to seven- 
foot sheared Douglas fir tree can use up 
to four gallons of water the first week 
it’s in the house, says Gary Chastagner, 
Washington State University research 
plant pathologist. 

Unless you plan to set your alarm for 
every two hours so you can get up to 
refill the tree reservoir, get a tree stand 
big enough to hold three quarts of water 
a day. Once the tree sucks up the last of 
the water in its reservoir, it will again 
seal off the cut end within 30 minutes. 
Unless you cut the end off once more to 
expose unclogged cells, you are then the 
proud owner of a dandy fire hazard. 

Chastagner says that a_ healthy 
Douglas fir will last only about seven to 
14 days without water. With adequate 
water, you can expect to triple the life of 
your tree. There are large Christmas 
tree stands available in the stores now. 
Get one. Or make your own. A five- 
gallon paint bucket filled with rocks and 
water works fine. 


One more thing: Don’t add anything 
to the water. Trees don’t need it. All 
your tree wants from you is water, and 
lots of it. Warm water is even better. 

And yes, my husband is much 
happier since we bought an artificial 
tree.

It wouldn’t be a Christmas tale 
without a heartwarming ending and 
Weninger delivers a tearjerker. On

A tale of two Chelms 

The book jacket of “Chanukah in 
Chelm” explains that there are two 
Chelms. One is a town in Poland and 
the other, the one in this story, is a 
fictional town famous in Jewish 
folklore. “Its people have good hearts, 
great dreams ... and very little sense!” 

There also seem to be two versions 
of “Chanukah in Chelm” (Lothrop, Lee 
& Shepard, $16, ages 8 and older). 

One version is David A. Adler’s 
main story _ a sometimes silly, 
sometimes serious account of a 
Synagogue caretaker named Mendel 
who sets out to find a table for the 
menorah before the sun sets on the 
first night of Hanukkah. 


For beautiful Christmas decorations in a 
window with panes, hang a cluster of berries or 
a sprig of evergreen tied with a ribbon from the | 

middle of each pane and wreath the whole 
window in long-needied evergreen. 
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He finds a table but it’s too heavy to 
carry, so he foolishly orders it to follow 
him to the synagogue. At the 
synagogue, he finds in a closet a 
smaller table, which he believes is the 
same one. 

The story is lively, colorful and 
funny, and warmly illustrated by 
Kevin O’Malley. It will engage older 
children while it teaches some of the 
history and traditions of Hanukkah. 

In addition to the main story, there 
are silly jokes and puns, made by the 
townsfolk, sprinkled throughout the 
book, such as this exchange between 
two boys: 

“So how long did you sleep last 
night?” 

“I don’t know. I didn’t bring a ruler 
to bed.” 

Some are amusing, but several will 
probably go over the heads of most 
readers, especially those younger than 
10. It also would be nearly impossible 
to read them aloud while reading the 
book to younger children because the 
jokes are not part of the main story. 

~ Chanukah in Chelm” is well worth 
reading for the story alone. For the 
most part, the asides simply add 
another chuckle or two. 


‘Shy i, is a clever tale 

It’s the moment all the angels have 
been waiting for _ the time for them to 
see the Christ child. But the little angel 
just can’t get over her shyness to do it. 
“I don’t care. I don’t want everybody 
Staring at my halo and wings,” she says 
after all the other angels leave her 
behind in the dark. 

She eventually makes her way into 
the Christmas story in Ruth Brown’s 
clever tale, “The Shy Little Angel” 
(Dutton, $15.99, ages 6-10). 

The book appears at first to be about 
the actual birth of Christ, then turns 
out in the final pages to be a school 
play about it. 

That twist might have to be 
explained to younger readers, but older 
ones will enjoy the joke, especially if 
they read the story a second and third 
time. And even if they don’t completely 
understand all the nuances, Brown’s 
illustrations of the adorable little angel 
and the chatting among her and her 
angel friends will keep children 
amused. 

This is the perfect story for any 
young “angels” who might be getting 
ready for their own theatrical debut in 
a Christmas play.
